Eggs were sold at from 
Ic to 1lc a dozen, which kept the 
house. A system of barter prevailed in 
those days, the storekeeper setting 


\the price for what he had to sell as 


well as what he bought. There was 
very little cash. About the year 1903, 
cheese factories were organized in 
Ontario,. and meetings were held to 
arrange for the hauling of milk, which 
was done by the milk wagon calling 
at the different farms and picking up 
the cans. The proceeds from the fac- 
tory gave the farmers a little money, 
and they went to the stores with some 
independence, which meant a great 
deal in those days. A little later, 
butter was sold on grade at about 
20c a pound, and about the same time 
the Babcock test was introduced, and 


this proved that some of the farmers . 


were robbing the cans, which started 
a real row. Dairying ‘thas ‘browsht 
about a proper balance in the type of 
farming, as going on growing grain 
without proper ‘balance is not the 
proper thing, farmers cannot go on in- 
definitely growing grain alone without 
sooner or later getting into difficul- 
ties.

CALGARY POWER CO. 
TO SPEND $2,500,009, 


A good start has been made on the 
programme of construction sn? 32: 
placement. undertaken for 1999 Ly; 
the Calgary Power Company, involy- 
ing an expenditure of approximately 
$2,500,000, R. H. Baxter, managing 
director of the company, announced 
on Tuesday. Provision has been 
made for work costing $1,350,000, re- 
presenting contracts left over from 
last year, or new work which has 
been investigated and surveyed by 
company engineers and found to be 
definitely feasible this season. 

Another long list of projects in- 
cludes many new lines, which the 
management is fairly certain will be 
constructed this year. These repre- 
sent an outlay of about $750,000, and 
construction work will be started in 


‘a number of cases as soon as ensi- 


neering and commercial surveys, now 
in progress, have been completed.’ A 
further $400,000 is provided for pro- 
jects, of which the feasibility of con: 
struction will be determined ‘by sur- 
veys later in the spring. 

Work at the Ghost River dam has 
been practically completed, stated 
Mr, Baxter, with the exception of 
painting and straightening up, which 
will be undertaken shortly.

‘Carl Axelson Gives Address in U.F.A. Hall on 


Present Economic Conditions, Cause. and Cure 


The meeting held by Carl Axelson 
in the U.F.A. hall on Saturday night 
was fairly well attended. 

Mr. N. J. L. Bergen acted as chair- 
man, and in introducing the specker, 
said he wanted everyone present to 
carefully note. what Mr. Axelson said, 
because he is a left wing speaker who 
represents the most’ progressive and 
radical views and objectives in the 
farmers movement. 

Mr. Axelson spoke on the subject 


forced by necessity,” it is essential to 
trace and understand, these forces and 
the progress they have brought 
about. The “speaker said “According 
to ‘best information and records of the 
past, man started his career on this 
planet as a social being.” Through 
experience and new discoveries and 
changed modes of wealth production 
end .distribution thereof, man has 
been forced to change his ideas and 
outlook from time to time. Thus man 


discovered the art of tilling the soil, 
planting the seed and domestication 
of animals. It was at that time the 
crafty perceived the advantage of pri- 
vate ownership of property. Conse- 
quently from that time until now we 
have had one “class farming the land 
and another class farming the farm- 
er.” The method of carrying on this 
exploitation of the toiling masses has 
also changed from time to time. In 
ancient times the majority -of -man- 
kind were chattel slaves. During the 
Middle Ages they were serfs. Now 
under modern capitalism they are 
farm and industrial slaves. 


The speaker pointed out that in the 
past production was in the main car- 
ried on for use, but under the present 
competitive system, production and 
distribution was carried .on_ wholly 
and solely for profit. The chief ob- 
jective centred on the idea of making 
money. The whole scheme the speak- 
er said “Can be defined as a process 
of commodity production.” These 
commodities must be able to satisfy

| the system, and leaves a clear, 
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human need. That in this process 
human labor had also, been reduced 
to a commodity basis. That is was 
this, despite the fact ““That useful 


work is the source of wealth,” that" 


was the meang used to separate the 
producers from the main portion of 
the results of their work. That the 
value of these commodities are de 
termined by the socially necessary 
labor time required in production. 
That prices of commodities are- de- 
termineg by the law. of “supply and 
demand.” That sometimes commod- 
ities. sell at prices above the cost of 
production, sometimes below’ the 
cost of production. 
sidered on an average and for a.term 
of years the high prices on one side 
and the low on the other would bal- 
ance each other, and therefore in the 
main do représent the cost of pro- 
duction. Labor being a commodity 
under this system is subject to the 
same laws. Therefore the wages that 
labor receives for its work delivere1 
directly, and the prices the farmers 
receive for their products in the main 
represents their commodity value, 
i.e, enough to keep fit and able to 
raise enough children to replace 
themselves, so that those who farm 
jthe farmers will have a continuous 
income and the farmers and the work- 
ers, at the best, a job. The workers 
are not even assured of a job these 
days anq the farmers, although hav- 
ing a job, often are minus of pay days. 
The fact is that under this arrange- 
ment the rich are getting richer and 
the poor are getting poorer. Proof of 
this is that the wealth is concentrat- 
ed into a few men’s hands. To over- 
come this condition the speaker said 
the common people must organize. 
Those to whom he extended that sug- 
gestion and appeal were the farmers, 
the workers, and the small business 
people, because they were the vic- 
tims. of present conditions. He said 
that “organization was the keyword 
to success,” and “that those who or- 
ganize best will succeed best.” As 
proof of this Mr. Axelson referred to 
the Manufacturers.and the Bankers’ 
Associations as outstanding examples. 
He pointed out that these organiza- 
tions, though small in membership, 
nevertheless through control of the 
instruments \of production 'and the 
medium of exchange, ruled Canada 
both industrially and politically. But, 
the speaker said, although they at 
present held such power the case of 
the common people was not hopeless. 
The fact is,’that the exploiters are 
dependent on the farmers and the 
workers entirely. This, because 
‘labor was prior and is superior to 
capital.” Consequently any time the 
farmers and the workers educate 
themselves and organizé to protect 
and’ promote their own economic in- 
terests as producers, they. can become 
masters of their own faith‘ and shap- 
ers of their own destiny. The speak- 
er appealed to all present to organ- 
ize along industrial lines for mutual 
protection and aggressive struggle. 
He ‘also enumerated the industriat 
groups that he considered most im- 
portant. 
ing, maufacturing, transportation and 
public service. He said if these forces 
would organize along industrial lines 
efficiently they could control produc: 
tion and if they learned to co-operate, 
distribution also could be done so’ sat- 
isfactrily that it would be possible to 
equalize the power to use and con- 
sume in accordance with the ability 
to produce. Furthermore, if they car- 
ried out pblitical action from these in- 
dustrial organizations they could also 
capture the powers of government. 
That done, production and distribu- 
tion of goods and services and admin- 
istration could be carried on in the 
interest cf the common people. As a 
means towards this end the speaker 
pointed out the need of educational 
reform. He appealed to all present 
to at the next election see that the 
representative elected would pledge 
himself or herself to work for such 
reform. Further, to insist that the 
next minister of education will pledge 
himself to enforce “co-operative edu- 
cation” in the place of the present 
competitive stuff now dispensed in 
our public schools and higher insti- 
tutes of learning.

ALBERTA POOL — 
LIABILITY $1,506,000 


Edmonton, Feb. 8.—-Making his de- 
ductions on the basis of Alberta's 
share of e one-year crop handled by 
the Alberta. Wheat -Pool totalling 40- 
000,000 bushels, Premier J. E. Brown- 
lee, when moving first reading of the 
Wheat Pool Guarantee Bill in the 
legislature Thursday afternoon, said 
that the province’s net liability on the 
strength of the guarantee.given to 
the banks would not be more than 
$1,500,000, “if wheat dropped to 90 
cents a bushel. 

The bill was first discussed in 
special committee of the whole 
assembly, agreed to unanimously and 
then first reading was moved by the 
premier without comment.
